reports that progressive New Ontario 
is waging a live industrial campaign 
with the idea of inducing large manu- 
facturing plants to locate in that city.. 

The industrial committee has been 
ia existence less than a year, and in 
that short time has succeeded in lo- 
cating in Port Arthur one of the larg- 
est shipbuilding industries in Canada, 
with a capital invested of from $400,- 
000 to $500,000, The company re- 
ceived as a ‘bonus from the city, $2,500 
for ten years, a free site of 100 acres 
including a long water front. In ad- 
dition the Dominion government is to 
give a ‘two per cent. yearly subsidy on 
the capital investment. 

“Money is no object with this ener- 
getic committee,” said ‘Ald, Burk. 
“The members are authorized to spend 
two or three hundred tthousand dollars 
to advance the interests of Port Ar- 
thur.”

This is Mr. Burk’s first visit to Ed- 
monton and he is greatly pleased with 
the splendid strategic position it oc- 
cupies. The large area tributary to 
our city, teeming with mineral wealth 
and the boundless agricultural possi- 
‘bilities, all point, he thinks, to a glori- 
ous future; He says that if’ we only 
used more white coal (electricity). for 
industrial. purposes, dmonton would 
rapidly vie with Winnipeg as the 
manufacturing centre of the ‘West. 
But ‘this, he says, will come in time. 

Ald. Burk is devoting a portion of 
his time to furthering ‘the interests 
of the proposed ‘Selkirk Centennial 
Exposition at Winnipeg in 1912, He 
cannot understand why Alberta should 
have ‘turned down ‘the request of the 
commissioners for a grant. (He sees 
an immense advertisement ‘for this 
province in having a palatial building 
at the fair. Port Arthur will be re- 
presented by. an exhibit advertising 
their principal industres, and ‘the city 
council has already set aside $5,000 
for the purpose. 

Another matter which concerns Ald. 
Burk greatly is the hotel accommoda- 
tion of the West. \ Edmonton, he 
thought, should have a railway’ hotel 
equally as good as the one the C.N.R. 
has promised Port Arthur. 

While in the city the Port Arthur 
alderman called on the commissioners 
and was introduced to several of the 
aldermen. He commended very high- 
ly the formation of an industrial com- 
mittee of the city council, such as was 
appointed at the meeting on Tuesday 
laste:

‘My contract {s as plain’as-a-pike- 


Capital this morning, when asked re- 
garding the supplying of ties for the 
Alberta and Great Waterway :Rail- 
way. “I see no difficulties in the way 
as far as I am concerned or ithe com- 
pany that looks to me for the ties.” 
Ald, MeInnis informed ‘he Capital 
that 83 men and ten teams left the 
city this morning for 70-Mile Camp, 
where they will cut ities for the Fort 
McMurray line. 

“It isn’t my fault if the Prinay 
doesn’t go where some would like it 
to go,” said he. “If somebody has a 
limit twenty-five miles away from the 
line I can’t be expected to put a gang 
of men to cut timber there if there is 
good timber for ties nearer at hand. 
It is the same way with the men. I 
can’t cut ties forty miles from the line 
just to give men in that locality some- 
thing to do. I didn’t make the rail- 
road survey and consequently cannot 
control where the timber is to be 
cwt and where it isn’t.” 

Dr. McInnis repeated what. he said 
to The Capital on his return from the 
north several days ago, that the only 
impediment that he finds at the front 
is that in some localities the timber 
is undersized for the heavy ties that 
are required. 


No Life Insurance. 


But probably much more character- 
istic of the (Ruthenians is the forma- 
tion of a mutual benefit association. 
This is ‘to be death to the life insur- 
ance companies jas far as the Galician 
brotherhood is concerned. ‘The plan is 
not new in the United States, and 
probably not in the older provinces 
of the Dominion, but it has never 
been adopted in Alberta on any large 
scale. All the Ruthenians~ entering 
upon the scheme whether there be 200 
or any number to begin, with, are ex- 
pected to contribute a certain sum 
to ‘be deposited in the bank, and al- 
ways to be kept intact. This is the re- 
serve of the association. If any one 
of the members should be in need, a 
requisition will be sent out to all the 
fellow-members to render assistance. 
If the need is so urgent that this is 
impracticable the reserve will be

Camille Flamarion is one of the first 
of the astronomers with his conjec- 
tures. There are two alternatives, he 
says. ‘Ihe one is that earth-folk may 
either die in a delirium of joy, or in 
an agony of suffering. Which fore: 
cast looks much like the olden-time 
prophecy that if it does not rain it 
will be fine. ‘However, the great ma- 
jority of sky-scrapers appear to have 
the gratifying knowledge that nothing 
will happen. It has been stated in one 
or two quarters, no doubt sarcastically, 
that there may be a rather strong 
smell of sulphur, which might natu- 
rally make some people think their 
end was come, but to the unco’ guid 
this may bring no fear. To be tickled 
by the Whisk of a comet’s ail, how- 
ever, seems to be in store for old 
Mother Earth, and the London Daily 
Express states that its humorous in- 
fluence’ has already been felt at 
Greenwich Observatory.

Whatever may happen when tts tail 
arrives, the astronomers at Green- 
wich are agreed that Halley’s comet, 
which is making a return visit to the 
earth after seventy-six years’ absence, 
is the most wondrous of all celes- 
tial pyrotechnic phenomena. . 


Astronomers the world over are 
preparing for the coming of the comet. 
At the Solar Physics Observatory, 
South Kensington, the mirrors have 
been resilvered and the telescope room 
put in readiness. 


Four of the chief observatories are 
watching for it day and night. ‘They 
are: ‘Greenwich, Potsdam, Heidel- 
berg, and Helwan (Egypt). 


‘Already they have taken many 
photograps of it, although it is not yet 
in sight of the naked eye, and the pic- 
tures they -hope to take next April 
and iMay will, it is expected, be the 
most wonderful skyscapes ever ob- 
rained. 


England and America are keenly 
competing for the fullest records. I't 
is a great astronomical race, for at

Halley’s comet has still, however, a 
long way to come. It is travelling on 
Its 390,000,000-mile journey in great 
haste, and, has won the long distance 
record of 188,500,000 miles in seventy- 
seven days, 


Expeditions have been equipped in 
both England and America for taking 
observations of the comet during the 
total eclipse of the sun in May, 1910. 
The best positions will be in the Ant- 
arctic regions and in Australia, 


its present pace in the direction of 
the earth is roughly: 


2,300,000 miles a day, 1,736 miles a, 
minute, 29 miles a second. 


At present the world and the comet 
are rushing towards each other. The 
earth is swinging on through space 
with the yearly motion of its orbit 
and the comet with a constantly ac- 
celerated motion as it approaches the 
sun. By the middle of next May the 
comet will be at its nearest to the 
sun, and will then be a mere trifle 
of 16,146,000 miles from the earth. In 
June it will be only 10,000,000 miles 
away! ; 


Mr. McLean, the English astron- 
omer, is travelling ‘to ‘Tasmania for 
this purpose, and an American party 
will go to Honolulu to watch the 
skies, 


The first honors have fallen to the 
Lick Observatory, in California, where 
a spectrum of Hallcy’s comet has been 
obtained, but the composition of the 
tail has not yet been decided.

To play Shakespeare is the ambi- 
tion of most actors who take. their 
calling seriously. But to realize it is 
not often possible. ‘The public does- 
nt run to productions of the work 
of the immortal unless they are un- 
dertaken by some one who has already 
made a great name for himself, an 
Irving, a Tree or a Forbes Robert- 
son. The bulk of playgoers want 
something more up-to-date. In sup- 
posedly polite circles, it is considered 
the correct thing to express a pre- 
ference for vaudeville. It is a pity 
that it should be so, for it shows 
how far the modern drama is from 
being the great ‘influence for good that 
it should be. But, after all, it is, not 
surprising, when we. consider what 
a large proportio nof the people, who 
consider themselves the salt of the 
eanth, hold aloof from the theatre al- 
together, assuming ‘the very ridculous 
attitude that.in itself it is a thing of 
evil. By refusing to support good 
plays and therefore making it less pro- 
fitable to produce them, they turn the 
attention of managers more and more 
to those of the other class. It is only 
by having all who wish to see the 
stage appeal to the best in people rally 
to the support of the plays which have 
this object in view that it can, he 
brought to a higher level. i 

TheyOteeneral-remarks.are made on 
this occasion with a double purpose 
in view. We desire ito point out, 
for one thing, that, with conditions as 
they are, it was a most enterprising 
and courageous step for an amateur 
dramatic club in the first year of its 
existence to produce a Shakesperian 
play. In the second place, having 
made the effort, and having given 
such a performance as measured up 
to a very high standard, they should 
be warmly supported for the rest of 
the week by all who genuinely de- 
sire to sce the stage something more 


and’ worse. ( 

Some very excellent work was done 
by different. members of the cast. Miss 
(Mary Dickey’s Viola, a most attractive 
role, dear to the memory of all who 
have seen it essayed by Viola Allen or 
| Henrietta ‘Crossman, to go no fur- 
ther. back, was charming in all re- 
spects. ‘She looked the. part to per- 
fection and with so large a share of 
the burden. of the evening upon her, 
was mainly responsible for tthe grace 
and ease with which the whole produc- 
tion went. Mrs. Hyndman’s Olivia 
showed the finished actress. On fre- 
quent occasions in the past she has 
demonstrated her capacity, and last 
evening renewed for herself the warm 
place which, she. had already secured 
in the hearts. of ‘Edmonton theatre- 
goers. ‘Miss Potter’s Maria was a 
spirited bit of acting. She was ever 
the centre of life and merriment. Mr. 
Nash, as Malvolio, had a variation 
from his usual line. There are few 
more versatile and intelligent actors 
to be found off !the professional stage, 
while among those who make it their 
regular calling you would have to go 
fairly high up before you would find 
his equal.
